Chain Of Lakes 
Storage Project 
For S. Alberta 

The Minister ot Agriculture, the 
Honourable Harrj* 'Hays, has an¬ 
nounced that P.F.R.A. will start 
during the coming summer on the 
construction of the Chain of Lakes 
water storage project in Southern 
Alberta. 

This is a multi-purpose water 
storage project which will ensure 
adequate supplies of water for a 
large livestock papulation in the 
area, for domestic use, and for ir¬ 
rigation. It will also protect against 
flooding from Willow Creek and 
Stimson Creek, and as an ancillary 
benefit will provide water supply 
for several towns in the area. 

Preliminary investigations for 
the project have been completed. 
Detailed surveys will be started 
immediately, with construction’“to 
start on the completion of these. 
It is expected that the project will 
bo finished in late 1965. The total 
cost of the project is estimated at 
$700,000.

Do you have a laundry problem? 
Many homemakers do. With all the 
new fabrics on the market and all 
the new cleaning and laundry 
compounds, it’s small wonder many 
homemakers are confused! 

For good laundry results, how¬ 
ever, the procedure is still the 
same. Perhaps you are relying too 
heavily on your washing machine, 
or other laundry aids. Maybe you 
should look to your method. 

Proper sorting is a must— Sort 
for the degree of soil, keeping 
lightly soiled clothes in one load, 
heavily soiled clothes in another. 
Wash non-colorfast garments, or 
those which are questionable, 
separately. Sort as to fabric: cot¬ 
tons and linens, silks and woolens 
and synthetic fabrics. White syn¬ 
thetics should always be washed 
separately as they tend to pick up 
dye from other garments. Separ¬ 
ate lint producers from dark loads. 

Careful preparation is import¬ 
ant— Mend before you wash 
clothes, empty pockets and cuffs, 
close zippers. Prgtreat heavily soil¬ 
ed areas such as collars and cuffs 
and knees of childrens clothes with 
a brush and a solution of your 
laundry detergent or soap. Re¬ 
move stains. Write to me for the 
bulletin, Spot and Stain Removal, 
for helpful suggestions on the re¬ 
moval of common spots and stains. 
Soft water, relatively free from 
iron, gives best results. Soap film 
caused by hard water dulls color, 
causes white clothes to appear 


grey, makes fabrics feel harsh and 
stiff and may reduce the wearing 
qualities by stiffening the indivi¬ 
dual fibres so tiiat they break 
when creased or strained. You can 
soften your wash water with pack¬ 
aged chemical softeners. In order 
to be effective, at least the first 
rinse must also be softened. 

If your laundry problem results 
from iron in the water, the water 
softener Calgon will assist in keep¬ 
ing it in suspension, if the iron 
content is not excessive. The most 
satisfactory solution for excess iron 
is the installation of an iron re¬ 
mover. A word of caution: Chlorine 
bleaches should not be used in 
water containing excess iron. 

Use the correct temperature of 
wash water— Heavily soiled white 
and colorfast cottons and linens 
require a wash water temperature 
of 140-160 F. degrees. This temper¬ 
ature is required to remove oily 
and greasy soils, to release all 
types of soil which become embed¬ 
ded deeply in fabrics, to dissolve 
soap and detergent and to destroy 
bacteria. 

Lightly soiled, non-colorfast gar¬ 
ments and delicate fabrics, wash 
and wear cottons require warm 
water. 

Save those labels— Your best 
guide to the proper laundering of 
any article is the washing instruc¬ 
tions on the label. Be sure to note 
on the label the garment to which 
it belongs and follow the washing 
directions.

NITRATE 

POISONING OVERPLAYED 

There is little or no risk of 
nitrate poisoning involved in the 
use of nitrogenous fertilizers at 
recommended rates, says the Al¬ 
berta Advisory Fertilizer Com¬ 
mittee. 

This fact is substantiated by 
studies in Wisconsin and else¬ 
where in the United States. It 
should alleviate any fears caused 
by recent reports that nitrogen 
fertilizers are likely to be the 
cause of nitrate poisoning in this 
province. 

The committee points out that 
reports from Wisconsin, where 
the problem has been carefully 
studied, indicate poisoning results 
from use of feeds high in nitrates 
(over 0.5%). Among the conditions 
that may cause these high nitrate 
levels are drought, lack of sun¬ 
light, poor and crowded growing 
conditions, weeds with a high 
nitrate content such as nettles, 
pigweed, lamb's quarters and 
goldenrod, special conditions of 
temperature and humidity during 
curing or storage, and high nitrate 
levels in the soil. These conditions 
may occur whether or not nitro¬ 
gen fertilizers have been used. 
Further research will be needed to 
discover the final answer to the 
problem. 

The rate of application of 
straight fertilizers, recommended 
in Alberta by the committee, is 
from 25 to 80 pounds per acre of 
nitrogen. Very few farmers are 
using more than 50 pounds of 
elemental nitrogen per acre. When 
coupled with phosphate, up to 54 
pounds of nitrogen is suggested for 
certain soils and crops. It is un¬ 
likely that such small amounts 
would cause nitrate poisoning un¬ 
less abnormal conditions in the 
soil or climate existed at the same 
time. 

The committee has no hesitation 
in pointing out the danger of fer¬ 
tilizers when eaten by livestock. 
Nitrate fertilizers, which have been 
spilt on the ground or left where 
animals can get at them, might 
well lead to nitrate poisoning. Any¬ 
one using fertilizers should make

LETTER TO EDITOR 

Editor, The Advocate: 

Dear Sir: 

Here in Alberta we just think 
we don’t have a racial problem. 
Actually we have two and we are 
going in completely opposite direc¬ 
tions in endeavoring to settle them. 

We are trying to integrate the 
Indians with the rest of society 
and slowly, in one way and an¬ 
other, coax them to leave the re¬ 
serves and their communal way of 
life. 

On the other hand we are mak¬ 
ing no attempt whatever to inte¬ 
grate Hutterites with the remain¬ 
der of society and, if not actually 
encouraging certainly not discour¬ 
aging their communal way of life. 

It seems to me that Indians, if 
only because this was their native 
land before it was ours, deserve 
much more assistance and consid¬ 
eration than Hutterities. Legally 
and morally we are much more 
obligated to the Indians than to 
the Hutterites. 

The fact that many Indian child¬ 
ren are leaving their formerly seg¬ 
regated schools to attend schools 
with other children is considered, 
by Indians and other people, one 
of the biggest steps forward in the 
advance of the Indians, socially 
and economically. 

Everyone, except the Hutterites 
themselves, feel that the single 
biggest answer to the so-called 
Hutterite problem would be inte¬ 
grating Hutterite children in 
schools with other children. But 
no one is doing anything about it. 

I fail to see why we have any 
particular obligation to make spe¬ 
cial concessions to Hutterites, yet 
we do. We recognize that Hutte¬ 
rites represent a problem, perhaps 


even a threat to our way of life, 
yet we tip-toe around the issue 
and our government representa¬ 
tives seek to ignore it. 

After white men came to Canada 
the Indian population suffered a 
severe decline, which it has only 
recently began to recover. Yet the 
Indians never were any real threat 
to our way of life. Since the ar¬ 
rival of the Hutterites everything 
possible, the best medical care in¬ 
cluded, has been provided to in¬ 
crease the Hutterite population. It 
has now reached the point where 
the growth of the Hutterite popu¬ 
lation may overwhelm us and our 
way of life. And apparently the 
ordinary person, who thinks rather 
highly of his particular way of 
life, is powerless to do anything 
about the population deluge which 
is almost bound, in time, to sweep 
away his society. 

I have no personal quarrel with 
the Hutterites. I would not choose 
their manner of living and it is 
their business until it reaches that 
point where it becomes a very real 
threat to the way in which a num¬ 
ber of us . prefer to live. 

We get to feeling very smug, 
self-satisfied and fortunate about 
our freedom from racial and re¬ 
ligious problems here in Alberta. 
It’s time we eame fully awake and 
realized that we have one of the 
biggest racial-religious problems 
shaping up anywhere on the con¬ 
tinent. Unlike some such problems, 
there is a solution for ours. But 
so far no one is doing more than 
just barely recognizing what the 
solution is.
